Water Rates 

Many Vulcan householders, secure in the know¬ 
ledge that water is no longer a problem in Vulcan and 
water rationing is a thing of the past, were merrily 
pouring water to their gardens and lawns during the 
hot July weather. But there was a rude awakening 
when the June-July water bills were received early in 
August, for Vulcan’s water rates are still based on the 
thinking that water is a scarce commodity and its 
use over and above normal household requirements 
must be discouraged. 

Present rates are: $3.75 per month for the first 
2,000 gallons, $1.10 per M gals, for the next 3,000 
gals, used per month, and 80 cents per M gals, for 
all over 5,000 gals, used per month. Sewer charge 
is a flat $1.25 per month. 

It must be stated, though, that a summer’s opera¬ 
tion of the water system at the old rates was re¬ 
quired to establish whether or not revenue was suf¬ 
ficient to meet debenture payments and interest on 
both the original water-sewer debenture debt and the 
additional $300,000 debt incurred by the building of 
the pipeline to the Little Bow River and the new 
reservoirs. There was a distinct possibility that basic 
rates might have to be raised to pay for the new 
water supply system but, although exact figures are 
not yet available, it is now hoped that this action 
will not be necessary. 

As our water rates now stand they are very near 
to being the highest in the province, particularly for 
water used over and above the basic 2,000 gallons per 
month. With water supplies now ample, town council’s 
problem is to establish a rate that will be low enough 
to encourage householders to use lots of water for 
gardens and lawns and at the same time produce 
enough revenue to keep the water system on a self- 
supporting basis. The lower the rate, the more water 
will be used and the town will benefit from the im¬ 
proved appearance of homes and other properties. 
Summer water rates that are too high would be a 
heavy brake on the town’s progress.

the crop losses suffered this year 
if precautions are taken to avoid 
infection of winter wheat. The ef¬ 
fectiveness of the control will de¬ 
pend on how closely you and your 
neighbors follow the recommended 
practices by which winter wheat 
growers have controlled this disease 
in the past. These recommenda¬ 
tions are based on the knowledge 
that both the wheat streak mosaic 
virus and the mite that carries it 
need a continuous source of living 
host plants on which to survive. 
The aim is to prevent the infection 
of winter wheat on which the 
virus and mites over-winter by eli¬ 
minating all sources of the disease 
before the fall crop is sown. 

Winter wheat should be sown 
only after nearby spring wheat or 
barley crops have ripened and 
volunteer plants have been destroy¬ 
ed. Since spring-sown crops nor¬ 
mally ripen and are often harvest¬ 
ed before the end of August, win¬ 
ter wheat sown during September 
usually escapes infection from this 
source. Control then depends upon 
the destruction of volunteer wheat 
and barley on or near the field to 
be sown to winter wheat. Winter 
wheat growers in southern Alberta 
have repeatedly demonstrated the 
effectiveness of these cultural con¬ 
trol practices. 

Late-maturing wheat and barley 
will not be as general this year as 
they were last. However, immature 
regrowth in hail-damaged fields as 
well as other late crops should not

mosaic infection. 

Although winter wheat, because 
of its advanced growth, is damaged 
less by cutworms than are spring- 
sown cereals, winter wheat growers 
should be aware that infestations 
of pale western cutworms have 
been forecast for 1965 in the area 
east of a line joining Del Bonita, 
Fort Macleod, and Vulcan. This 
hazard can be reduced if the sur¬ 
face crust on fallow fields is left 
undisturbed during August and 
early September. 

Winter wheat normally develops 
its maximum winterhardiness and 
produces its highest yields when 
sown during the first two weeks of 
September. This year both the 
wheat streak mosaic and the cut¬ 
worm threat make earlier seeding 
especially hazardous. Delaying 
seeding until as close to mid-Sep¬ 
tember as possible would be pre¬ 
ferable.

To avoid the possibility 
of carrying wheat streak mosaic 
over winter on fall rye, follow the 
same precautions in seeding this 
crop as outlined for winter wheat.
